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Hunting  the  Elusive  Token

Part  2 

Back  in  the  late  I970's  Jerry  Adams 
made  the  trip  to  Weatherford  “First 
Monday”  flea  market  to  look  for 
tokens.  As  he  made  his  way  down  the 
paths,  looking  at  all  of  the  junk  that 
people  had  brought  to  sell,  he  asked 
one  man  if  he  had  any  tokens.  The 
seller  replied  that  he  had  only  one 
token  from  Weatherford,  Texas  and 
that  he  would  take  a  dollar  for  the 
token.  As  he  handed  the  token  to 
Jerry,  you  have  heard  the  cliche  "Try 
not  to  rip  your  pocket  getting  your 
money  out”  was  the  situation  here. 
The  token  was  from  the  Paragon 
(saloon),  Weatherford,  Texas,  good 
for  I  2- 1  /2c  in  trade.  Needless  to  say, 
Jerry  was  elated.  One  month  later, 
Jerry  was  back  in  Weatherford  again, 
for  “First  Monday”,  and  as  he  was 
walking  around  the  grounds,  he  ran 
into  Leo  Warren,  another  token 
collector  from  San  Antonio.  As  they 
were  walking  togethr,  Jerry  spotted 
the  same  dealer  that  had  sold  the 
Paragon  token  to  him  the  month 
before.  As  Leo  was  asking  another 
dealer  for  tokens,  Jerry  w'alked  over 
and  asked  the  man  if  he  had  any  more 
tokens.  The  man  handed  Jerry  another 
Paragon  token,  same  as  the  other  one 
that  Jerry  had  bought  from  him,  and 
wanted  a  dollar  for  the  token.  Jerry 
paid  the  man  a  dollar  and  then  caught 
up  with  leo  and  said.  "Here’s  a  little 
gigt  for  you”.  Of  Course  leo  could  not 
believe  that  Jerry  had  found  such  a 
good  token  so  easily. 


Another  time  while  searching  in 
Weatherford,  Jerry  Adams  found  a 
good  for  Texas  token  from  the 
Cobden  Club  Saloon  in  Denton, 
Texas,  he  bought  the  token  and  put  it 
in  his  pocket,  then  continued  w  alking. 
After  about  an  hour  or  so  Jerry  went 
back  to  his  car  to  leave  for  home  only 
to  find  out  that  his  pocket  had  a  hole 
in  it  and  the  token  had  dropped  out. 
Jerry  traced  his  foot  steps  but  never 
found  the  token.  After  all  the  years 
have  gone  by,  Jerry  still  remembers 
the  lesson  he  learned  that  day,  and 
abut  three  years  ago  he  finally  found 
the  same  saloon  token  and  has 
w'ondered  if  it  might  be  the  same  one 
that  he  lost  many  years  ago. 

In  the  1 9 70's  I  was  making  the 
rounds  at  the  Weatherford  flea  market 
looking  for  tokens.  I  was  a  hot  Texas 
day  and  I  had  covered  all  the  rows  of 
junk  and  I  was  not  having  much  luck. 
Being  hot  and  tired.  I  noticed 
someone  selling  lemonade  under  a 
shade  tree,  off  the  beaten  path.  The 
lemonade  stand  was  located  in  an 
unreserved  section  of  the  ilea  market, 
up  a  hill  and  behind  an  old  building. 
After  buying  a  ice  cold  lemonade,  I 
noticed  a  dealer  next  to  the  stand 
With  all  kinds  of  small  items.  Lying 
on  his  table  w  as  a  plastic  bag  full  of 
aluminum  tokens  that  he  had 
retrieved  from  Proctor  Lake,  in 
Proctor  Texas.  The  tokens  were  from 
Proctor  Mercantile  o.  Proctor,  Texas, 
and  different  denominations 
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The  tokens  had  been  under  water  and 
the  aluminum  was  eaten  up  from  the 
soil  on  the  bottom  of  the  lake.  The  old 
town  of  Proctor  was  vacated  years 
ago  to  make  way  for  the  corps  of 
engineers  and  the  man  made  lake. 
The  new  town  of  Proctor  is  near  the 
old  location  and  the  lake.  These  were 
the  first  tokens  found  from  Proctor, 
Texas. 

Around  1967,  a  several  block 
section  of  downtown  Fort  Worth  was 
torn  down  in  order  to  build  the  Fort 
Worth  Convention  Center.  In  one  of 
the  buildings  being  demolished  was 
the  location  of  the  old  Dove 
Sandwich  Shop.  The  Workers 
discovered  several  rolls  of  brand  new 
tokens  from  the  sandwich  shop,  never 
used.  One  of  these  tokens  invariably 
shows  up  on  Ebay  every  so  often  and 
everyone  of  them  look  like  they  have 
never  been  used.  The  buildings  that 
were  torn  down  in  this  area  were 
mostly  old  hotels,  theaters,  saloons  , 
pool  halls,  restaurants,  etc.  There 
were  several  interesting  artifacts 
found  in  the  old  buildings  other  than 
tokens.  Guest  ledgers  were  found  in 
the  hotel,  and  theater  that  was  torn 
down,  the  workers  found  old  signs, 
posters  and  hand  painted  canvas 
backdrops  in  the  fly  loft  above  the 
stage,  from  the  Vaudeville  shows 
in  the  1920's.  The  buildings  that 
were  torn  down  located  in  “Hell  s 
Half  Acre”,  the  notorious  section  of 
Fort  Worth  where  the  cowboys 
stopped  along  the  Chisholm  Trail  in 
the  1  X60's.  driving  cattle  through  Fort 
Wort  to  Indian  Territory.  In  the 
1860's,  this  area  was  mostly  saloons, 
boredellos,  theaters,  pool  halls,  hotels 
and  bath  houses  to  serve  the  cowboys. 


Over  the  years  a  few'  good  tokens 
have  turned  up  from  “Hells  Half 
Acre”  in  Fort  Worth.  The  place  that  I 
remember  most  in  this  area  of  town 
was  the  Cellar.  It  was  notorious  night 
club  started  in  1959,  located  in  the 
basement  of  an  old  hotel  and 
frequented  by  beatniks,  poets,  artists 
and  all  kinds  of  weird  people.  When 
JFK  visited  Fort  Wort  in  1963,  his 
secret  service  agents  went  to  the 
Cellar.  This  was  the  night  before  the 
day  JFK  was  shot  and  killed  in  Dallas. 
Of  course  the  Cellar  was  a  fun  place 
to  visit  when  I  was  young,  listen  to  all 
the  good  bands  that  played  there  and 
live  on  the  “w'ild  side”,  if  you  dared.
